Govt, Says Kendall — 


Hongkong car salesmen were selling cars to members of the 
public as “investments” and then arranging for them to be 
put to work as hire cars and this practice had reached the 
‘stage of a racket, Mr F. W. Kendall, motor car insurance 
adjustor, said today. : ; 

Speaking at a Lion’s Club luncheon, Mr Kendall urged Government to take 
steps to stop the racket by licensing proper car rental agencies on the 
same lines as those in other parts of the world. ; ‘ 


Mr Kendall said many of these 
hire curs had been damaged — 
often heavily — In aceldents be- 
cause people using them, although 
holding \walld drivers’ licences, 
were not owner themselves nnd 
hence were out of practice. 

The figures issued by Govern- 
ment —showing that there were 
on July 31, 83,685 licensed drivers 
and only 23,955 private cars — 
showed that there was a big 
market for hire cars in the 


Colony. 
Why? 


Mr Kendall asked: Why have 
the Insurance companies been 
compeiled to ineregse our motor 
car premiums by 15 per cent? Ate 
the insurance companies getting 
rich at our expense? 

“Quite the contrary, mony 
huve been losing money because 
of the large number of private 
vehicles operating [legally on 
{he roads of this Colony." 

Mr Kendall said his estimates 
showed that there were about 
600 private curs in the Colony 
for hire. The inecrense was 
about 15 new’ cars a month, 

This did not include “an 
rlmost equal number of private 
toxls.” 

Mr Kendall said these cars 
are both Heensed and insured 
ay private vehleles and were 
not intended for hire, : 

In the case of an aceident 
to such a vehicle the onus of 
proof -lles -with—1he—Iinsurance- 
company, that the vehicle was 
on hire at the time of the oc- 
eldent," he sald. . i 

“What hope has the Insurance 
cumpany of proving a _esse 
when our Trafic Department 
cannol do so, except under very 
special clreumstances.”

"In the past three years I 
have — personally — Investigated 
several hundred aceldent claims 
Involving suspected car for hire 
and a fixed and constant pat« 
terh has emerged. 

“The driver is between 25 to 
30 years of age. He Ss a clerical 
worker in on income bracket of 
about $200 monthly. Sova 

“He rents or ‘borrows’ a car 
about once every three weeks. 
He has been o ‘good friend? of 
the owner for at least two -ycurs 
but can rarely describe _ this 
person, his family or his busl- 
ness. 


“There are rarely lees than 
three persons or more than six 
persons Jn the car at the time 
of the aceldent. 

“On the other hand the owner 
is more often than not a woman 
whose ross family Income 
rarely exceeds $400 a month, 

“The owner and her family do 
not posses driving licences, 
Their ear. is on bire purchase 
with monthly payments above 
$450. ‘They have a paid driver 
who gets $150 monthly with of 


-| without board and lodging. 


“The car at the tlme of the 
necident invarlably shows not 
less than 80° miles per day on 
the speedometer since the car. 
was purchased, 

“In one recent case, the car 
was three -months old and the 
speedometer reading was .9,800 
miles,

key to the whole hire cur racket.

“Alternatively, he may 
Guarantee the owner the amount 
of the hire purchase monthly 
payment plus a Jixed or‘ per- 
centage curning. : 

“This puid ariver or broker, 
as’ he actualy 1s, inay be 
handling us many us five cars 
at one time, We nad recat 
evidence ol this when three 
owners juvolyed in accidunts, alt 
claimed the sume paid driver. 

“In no case was Une to-culled 
pald driver in the car at we 
lime of the accident. it was 
either a ‘triend’ or a {village 
relative’, : 

“Lt is my contention that the 
hire car racket thrives on the 
guilibility of the ignorant and 
often mnocent car owner. Here 
is how It happens. ~ 

“A motor car salesman finds 
that Madam X has a small capi- 
tal of say, $1,500 to $2,000. 

“He contacts this unfortunate 
woman and persuades her to buy 
a car on the promise that it will 
be a good Invesiment and that 
he, the salesman, will find a 
proker to look after the car 
and put it te work. 

“His take is a commission on 
the ssle of a vehicle; a commis- 
sion from the insurance policy
